This  Shell  is  very  thin  and  brittle  ; of  a Stone  Colour  : the  Navel  or  Hollow  m the  Centre 
is  deep,  and  it  rifeth  up  high  from  the  Edges,  in  which  it  very  much  differs  from  ali  the  reft 
of  this  Tribe.  The  Shell  is  circumfcribed  by  a very  fharp  and  prominent  Edge,  the  under- 
neath  by  a Wreath  not  quite  flat,  but  a little  convex,  and  are  four  in  Number.  It  was  fent 
from  Jamaica  by  Dr.  Sloatie. 

*58.  13.  This  Shell  is  very  thick  and  ponderous,  very  fmooth  on  the  outfide  and  of  a yellowifh  green 
Colour,  not  unlike  the  frelh-water  Mufcle  Shell,  poffibly  it  may  be  owing  to  that  Tribe,  tho’ 
of  an  uncommon  Make  and  Figure,  I never  faw  but  this  one  Shell  and  that  in  Mr.  C.’s 
Colledion. 

163.  I.  Pe£ten  maximus,  circiter  14.  Strijs  admodum  craflis  & eminentibus,  et  iifdem  ipfis  Striatis 
infignitus.  Lifter.  de  Coch.  Marinis  Animalium  Anglii  Tit.  29. 

165.  2.  This  Scallop  is  much  Icfs  than  the  former;  otherwife  it  is,  in  many  Things,  much  like  it, 

that  being  ever  of  a Stone  Colour ; it  differs  in  that  it  is  redifh  and  curioully  marbled,  both 
about  the  Bottom  and  on  the  upper  Part  of  the  bigger  Shell : aifo  it  agrees  in  the  Hollownefs 
of  the  leffer  or  under  Shell,  fo  as  to  be  dilhed  outwardly ; in  the  number  of  Ridges,  which 
are  in  this  about  fourteen ; alfo  in  the  oblique  Notches  upon  the  Hinge ; which  yet  in  this 
feem  to  be  more  than  in  the  former,  as  is  expreffed  in  the  next  Draught.  T.  166. 

166.  3.  In  this  alfo  the  Channells  are  fmooth  and  without  ftreaked,  whereas  the  Channells  of  the 

Englifh  Shell  are  as  thick  and  deep  ftreaked  as  the  Ridges.  Again  the  Sides  of  thcfe  Ridges 
in  this  Shell  are  more  at  right  Angles ; whereas  in  that  they  are  flatter. 

167.  4.  This  is  the  biggefl  Scallop  I have  feen;  it  is  alfo  thick  and  heavy;  it  was  of  a bue  clay 

Colour,  but  it  was  apparently  old  and  weather  beaten,  fo  that  the  natural  Beauty  of  the  living 
Fifh  was  perifhed.  It  is  but  fhallow.  It  has  but  ten  Ridges  ; but  the  Furrows  betwixt  them 
are  vejy  deep,  and  cut  down  almofl  at  right  Angles  ; at  the  very  Head  of  the  Shell,  betwixt 
the  Eares,  the  Furrows  are  very  deep,  though  fmali,  and  end  all  in  a Foint  very  elegant ; 
whereas  in  the  two  former  Shells  the  Heads  are  fmooth,  and  the  Ridges  and  Furrows  in  that 
Part  are  almofl  obliterated.  The  Ridges  and  Furrows  here  are  all  of  them  curioufly  flreaked. 
A good  Inch  from  the  Bottom  of  the  Shell  the  Ridges  and  Furrows  become  fuddenly  of  an- 
other  Fafhion  and  Grain,  and  are,  as  it  were,  tranfverfly  waved  and  fmooth. 

I never  faw  but  two  of  thefe,  and  they  were  both  bigger  or  upper  Shells  of  the  Scallop. 

N.B.  That  is  a Fault  in  the  Engraver  to  have  made  the  Ridges  towards  the  Head  a little 
crooked,  whereas  they  lie  all  very  ftrait  and  run  to  a Point, 

170.  7,  This  is  theonly  Scallop  of  the  Kind  that  I have  feen  in  Mr.  C.’s  Colledion. 

It  is  deep  and  hollow  ; thin  and  light ; the  Ears  exadlly  alike  : it  hath  eighteen  Ridges, 
all  which  are  of  a dark  heavy  Colour  almofl  black ; the  Furrows  are  all  white,  and  both  the 
Ridges  and  Furrows  are  fmooth  and  not  at  all  flriated ; the  Extremities  of  the  Ridges  are 
notched  very  remarkably,  not  enough  expreffed  in  the  Figure. 

171.  8.  This  is  a v/hice  Shell  (I  never  faw  but  one  of  them  in  Mr.  Cbarlton"^  Colledlion)  fhallow, 

wich  four  large  Rifings  or  Ridges,  befides  other  fmaller  : on  the  left  Fland  the  Ear  had  under 
it  a Rov/  of  fmali  Teeth  that  were  in  a Manner  wholly  defaced. 

172.  9.  Pedlen  minimus  anguftior  in^qualis  fere,  et  afper,  Tit.  31.  de  Cochl.  marin.  Anim.  Ang. 

174.  II.  This  Shell  is  rare  and  few  of  them  are  to  be  met  with  in  the  Cabinets  of  the  Curious. 

It  is  very  fiat  and  hollow,  and  yet  the  one  Side  is  much  flatter  than  the  other,  efpecially  at  the 
Head,  which  I have  caufed  alfo  to  be  drawn  from  a very  perfed  pair : (See  175.  12.)  This 
Scallop  is  more  Long  than  Broad  having  thirteen  or  fourteen  Ridges  very  round  and  rifing ; 
the  Ears  are  on  both  Sides  large,  but  not  altogether  alike,  being  aThought  larger  on  the  right 
Hand  : we  fpeak  of  the  uppermofl  or  bigger  Shell  which  is  now  figured  in  this  Piate. 

Moft  that  I faw  were  white,  but  the  neithermoft  Shell  of  one  Pair  was  fpotted  with  a dark 
hair  Colour.

I have  feen  of  thefe  Shells  twice  bigger  than  this  which  is  here  figured.  They  are  long  and 
• narrow  compared  to  the  reft  of  the  7'ribe.  The  two  Ears  are  littic  and  fomething  uniikc  : 
that  on  the  left  Side  comes  more  floping  down  the  Side,  but  it  is  not  more  protuberant, 
The  Ridges  are  fmall  and  numerous,  at  leaft  fixty  in  ali,  but  from  a fmooth  Point  grovv  infen- 
fibly  rough,  and  muricated  with  long  and  flender  and  floping  Points,  after  the  manner  of 
Tiling  : the  Infide  is  altogether  fmooth.  This  Shell  is  moderaiely  capacious,  in  the  Fafiiion 
of  Spoons  in  ufe  at  this  Time. 

It  is  of  a iight  brownilh  fandy  Colour.  There  are  many  of  them  colleded  in  Cabinets. 

Peflen  figura  Chams  Aldrovandi. 

This  is,  for  the  Bignefs,  a thicker  and  ftronger  Shell  than  that  of  N°.  192.  29.  and  is  alfij 
of  a longer  Shape  and  not  fo  hollow.  It  hath  about  eighteen  Ridges  which  are  larger  than  im 
the  Scallop  mentioned  : it  is  marbled,  reddifli  and  white,  and  fometimes  blueifli  j the  Ear 
on  the  left  Side  is  narrower  much. 

Pedten  tenuis,  fubrufus,  maculofus,  circiter  20.  Striis  majoribus  at  levibus  donatus.  Tit.  30, 
Lijler.  de  Coch.  Marin.  Anim.  Ang. 

This  is  the  upper  Shell,  with  Teeth,  of  the  Scallop  defcribed,  192.  29.  where  it  is  to  bc 
refered. 

This  is  the  toothlefs  and  under  Shell  of  a Scallop.  The  upper  Shell  hath  many  very  rmalt 
Teeth  not  only  under  the  Hollow  of  the  Ear,  but  running  alio  on  the  Back  of  the  Ear.  The 
Ridges  are  compounded  of  - - - - - This  Shell  is  marbled  red  and  white, 

This  alfo  is  the  toothlefs  and  under  Shell  of  a Scallop  with  a flat  Rib ; it  is  fmooth  and 
curioufly  marbled  with  a white  and  dark  hair  Colour. 

This  is  a thin  and  very  ftiallow  Scallop,  all  white,  prickly ; on  the  one  Side  under  the  lefier 
Ear,  which  is  on  the  right  Hand,  is  a long  Series  or  Row  of  fmall  Teeth,  a Dozen  at  leaft  in 
Number,  which  fufliciently  diftinguiihes  it  from  ali  I have  yet  feen.  This  therefore  is  the 
upper  Shell  of  the  Scallop. 

Thele  Shells  are  often  larger  than  that  figured,  and  are  common  in  Cabinets,  they  are 
moftiy  of  a red  Coral  Colour  ; the  Ear  on  the  left  Side  (holding  the  convex  Side  towards  your 
Eyej  is  much  the  larger.  The  Ridges  are  about  nine  and  are  very  large,  and  (which  is  very 
remarkable)  are  knotted  with  large  Knots  or  hollow  Blifters  ; both  the  Ridges  and  Furrows 
are  ffriated.  It  is  a fliallow  Shell,  but  moderately  heavy  and  ftrong. 

N.  B.  This  Shell  is  the  toothlefs  under  Shell.  The  upper  and  bigger  Shell  is  marketi 
Tab.  188.  26.  and  to  be  here  inferted  and  not  to  bedisjoined.  The  difference  is  that  the  upper 
Shell  hath  few  or  little  Blifters,  and  hath  five  or  fix  Teeth  under  the  Hollow  of  the  left  Ear. 

I have  feen  very  large  ones  of  this  Kind  of  Scallop  in  Colledlions. 

This  is  a very  beautiful  Shell,  but  very  common  in  all  Colleflions  •,  it  hath  about  fourteen 
Ridges,  thefe  Ridges  are  very  remarkable,  in  moft  triple,  and  thick  hatched  with  a triple 
Row  of  Iharp  Rifings  crofs-ways.  In  others  the  Ridges  are  little  or  not  divided,  and  the 
Crofs-EIatchings  are  nigh  alfo  equally  drawn  from  Side  to  Side.  It  is  prettily  marbled  red  and 
white  ; the  Borders  of  the  Infide  yellowilh  or  of  a gold  Colour.  This  Shell  is  but  fhallow. 

N.B.  It  is  very  remarkable  that  in  many  Scallops  one  of  the  two  Shells,  which  we  will  call 
the  upper  or  bigger  Shell,  hath  certain  Teeth  next  under  the  Ear  on  the  one  Side,  and  that 
Ear  therefore  is  more  or  lefs  hollowcd  j alfo  the  very  Nib  or  Point  of  the  toothlefs  Shell  is 
moftiy  a little  fiatter. 

This  is  the  upper  Shell  with  Teeth  and  belongs  to  the  Scallop  defcribed  186.  24.  above, 
where  it  is  to  be  inferted. 

This  Shell  is  frequently  to  be  met  with  on  the  Irifli  Seas,  and  on  the  Welch  Coaft.  I never 
faw  any  of  them  much  bigger  than  that  which  is  figured  ^ it  is  thin,  Iight  and  fliallow  ; the 
Ears  much  of  a Bignefs  ; it  is  of  a redifli  brick  Colour,  fpotted  or  marbled  with  dark  brov.'ii 
and  whitifh  Spots;  the  Ridges  are  above  twenty,  finely  ftriated  as  well  as  the  Furrows  betwixr. 

In  the  Infide  of  the  Shell  the  Furrows  or  Hollovvs  anfwering  to  the  Ridges  on  the  Outfidc 
are  very  fliallow  and  faint. 

N.B.  This  is  the  upper  or  bigger  Shell,  which  I have  now  defcribed,  having  never  feen  a 
Pair.  This  I have  found  to  be  added  to  our  Englifti  Stores  fince  the  publifiiing  of  my  Fliftory 
of  the  Animals  of  England.  This  is  the  toothlefs  Shell,  and  the  Ears  more  alike.  There 
is  alfo  the  Figure  of  the  upper  or  bigger  Shell  with  Teeth  next  under  the  Ear,  and  the  Ear 
a little  hollowed  away.  (See  190.  27.) 

This  Shell  is  fmall,  varioufly  coloured,  as  red  like  Coral,  yellow,  marbled  &c : The  Ridges 
are  about  twenty,  very  diftind,  and  rifing,  but  are  hatched  acrofs;  the  Furrows  are  deep  and 
ftriated.  The  two  Ears  are  much  of  a Bignefs ; and  the  Shell  is  thin  and  moderately  hollow  or 
capacious  j the  Furrows  in  the  Infide  anfwering  to  the  Ridges  on  the  Outfide  are  deep,  and 
the  Sides  at  right  Angles. 

There  are  many  of  thefe  Shells  in  the  Cabinets  of  the  Curious.  This  was  the  bigger  or  upper 
Shell  which  is  figured,  not  having  feen  a Pair.

Note.  The  under  or  leflcr  Shell  of  any  Pedlen  is  eafily  to  be  known  from  the  upper  *,  becaufc 
the  impreffion  or  the  place  where  the  nervous  Ligament  did  adhere  is  ever  to  the  Icft  Side  ot  the 
under  Shell,  and  to  the  right  Side  of  the  upper  or  bigger  Shell  •,  and  this  to  be  underftood  in 
like  manner  of  all  Bivalves.

Adde  firiatum\  quod  tamen  intelligendum  eft  de  fuperiore  & majore  tantum  Telia. 

It  is  but  on  the  one  Side  or  upon  the  Back  of  the  greater  Shell  that  the  Hooks  are,  fo  that  the 
other  half  or  lelTer  Shell  is  without  them  : and  therefore  we  feldom  have  aXwig  of  them  but  the 
lelTer  Sheils  are  all  wanting.  Alfo  the  leller  valve  is  edged  near  the  Hinge  with  fmall  Notches. 

The  Figure  of  this  Kind  of  Trce  Oillcr  is  very  odd  and  of  wonderful  Variety  j forne  long  and 
narrow,  forne  round  and  broad  &c. 

Ollreae  alicujus  Virginianse  valva  altera  minor.  In  the  Gulf  of  Orotigna  and  the  Iflands  therein 
in  the  Province  oi  Nicamgua  on  the  fouth  Sea,  are  mzuy  oi  a long  Form forne  a 

Cubit  long,  forne  lefs,  creafed,  growing  broader  and  broader  to  the  End ; when  they  are  opened 
they  have  a fifny  Subllance  within  them  and  Ihine  within  as  Pearl  Oillers  do,  half  cheir  length, 
thence  by  degrees  lofing  that  Ihining  towards  the  broader  End.  The  Pearls  within  them  are 
not  fo  line  as  the  other.  The  Indians  ufe  the  Sheils  to  dig  their  loofe  Ground,  faftning  the  Shell 
to  a Handle  of  V/ood,  binding  it  falt  and  making  a Kind  of  a Spade  thereof.  G.  F.  de  Oviedo. 
PurchaJ.  I.5.  c.  3.  Part.  3. 

Concha  corallina  afpera  Aldrovandi. 

N.B.  This  is  the  leiTer  or  under  Shell  of  this  Sort  of  Spondyle,  the  upper  Shell  having  a 
Break,  and  from  that  Break  to  the  Hinge  a Slope  Cut  very  remarkabie,  as  though  done  by 
Art  not  Nature. 

Spondylus  Rondeletii  five  Ollrea  Gaideropoda  Bellonn  ex  Rondeletio,  Aldrovandi. 

This  Shell  hath  high  Ridges  and  fharp,  in  forne  more  and  forne  lefs  •,  I have  counted  nine  or 
ten  in  forne.  By  the  toorhing  of  the  Hinge  it  is  a Spondylus,  to  which  the  Strength  and  Thick- 
nefs  of  the  Shell  anfwers  ; it  is  of  a pale  redifh  Colour.  An  hse  revera  Anomale  fune  ? verum 
ob  diffimiles  Teftas,  & quod  plerifque  eae  admodum  cralfe  funt,  Spondylis  adpofui. 

46.  An  veri  Lapides  ? 

Inter  Coralium  Maris  Mediterranei  inventum.

JThe  Pearls  lie  under  the  uttermofl  Part  of  the  Circuit  of  the  Oifter  in  Ranks  and  Proportions, 
under  a certain  Part  which  is  of  many  Plaits  andFolds  called  xJat Ruffe^ior  the  Similitude  it  hath 
unto  a Ruffe.  The  Pearls  encreafe  in  Bignefs  as  they  be  nearer  the  End  or  Joint  of  the  Oifler. 
Sir  Ric.  Hawkins  apud  Purchas.  L.  7,  C.  5.  Part.  4th.  I faw  a very  fmall  Pair  of  Sheils  irom 
Jamaica,  which  were  long,  Oifter  like,  but  the  Colour  of  the  Infide  was  of  a blueifh  Mother 
of  Pearl  Colour,  and  the  Hollow  or  Bafon  of  a Rhomboid  Figure;  the  Skirts  encompaficd 
with  a Ridge  of  the  Shell,  reaching  much  beyond  it,  as  in  the  firft  Figure  of  the  Mother  of  Pearl 
Kind  (N°.  224.  58.)  is  reprefented.  One  of  the  Sheils  was  much  Ihallower  than  the  other,  the 
Neck  was  drawn  out  to  a iharp  Point  after  the  Manner  of  Pinnas  or  Mufcles ; and  the  Connexion 
of  the  Shell  feemed  to  be  by  a certain  Number  of  Ties,  which  makes  me  put  it  in  this  Divifion. 


268.  104.  I have  fecn  one  of  thefe  Sheils,  thrice  as  big  as  this,  but  they  are  rare. 

This  Shell  is  very  ftrong  and  ponderous,  there  are  two  remarkabie  broad  Lifts  from  the 
Top  to  the  Border  of  a dark  hair  Colour;  the  tranfverfe  Creafes  are  unequal  and  not  thick  fet. 

N.B.  I have  feen  forne  of  thefe  (or  be  it  a different  Species,  which  I incline  to)  which  were 
of  a brownifh  chefnut  Colour,  very  little  fafciated,  but  rather  fmooth  ; and  whereas  the 
Neck  and  Head  or  Point  of  this  Shell  is  very  deeply  fafciated,  thefe  were  very  fmooth;  but 
in  all  Things  elfe  thefe  were  very  like. 

271.  107.  This  is  a very  fhallow  and  exceeding  thick  and  ponderous  Shell,  fmooth  on  the  outfide,  or  if 
you  will,  fafciated  or  irregularly  worked.  On  the  Infide  towards  the  left  Hand  it  is  of  a violet 
Purple  : The  Edges  is  very  full  of  fmall  and  fhallow  Hatchings,  but  not  indented,  the  ex- 
treme Edge  being  fmooth.  This  is  the  only  Shell  of  the  Kind  that  I have  feen  ; it  was  in 
Mr.  C.’s  Colledlion  that  I faw  it,  and  cauied  it  to  be  figured. 

N.B.  I have  feen  two  other  Species  very  near  refembling  this  Shell  in  all  Things : The 
firft  differs  in  that  is  very  finely  ftriated  on  the  Outfide  betwixt  the  regular  Wrinkles  only, 
thofe  Strias  being  of  a very  peculiar  Make,  and  this  feems  to  be  a Rock-ftone  in  the  Figure 
of  a Shell,  being  extremely  white  or  chaiky,  and  friable.  The  fecond  is  not  near  fo  thick 
and  ponderous  as  the  other  two  deferibed,  and  is  white  both  withinfide  and  without,  but  is 
fafciated  with  fine  thin  rifing  Edges  at  certain  Dlftances,  there  being  properly  no  Furrows  at 
all  anfwering  the  Edges ; and  was  brought  from  the  Bay  of  Campeche  in  the  weft  Indies.

This  Shell  is  well  figured,  it  is  fiat  and  fhallow  for  the  Bignefs,  of  a yellowifii  pale  Colcur. 
The  lifts  are  fmall  and  very  regular,  and  not  much  extant  but  fiat,  fo  it  is,  as  it  wcre,  fmooth. 
Here  alfo  is  a fmall  lunar  Sinus  near  the  Nib.  Ab  Infula  Jamaica. 

This  Shell  is  white  infide,  outfide : probably  brown  when  the  Animal  is  in  it,  and  that  it  is 
frefii.  The  Lifts  are  are  fo  very  fmall  and  many,  that  the  Defign  hath  fcarce  figured  the  one 
half  of  them.  It  hath  a reraarkable  lunar  Sinus  on  the  one  Side  of  the  Nib  j it  is  a thiclc 
and  ftrong  Shell.  This  is  found  on  the  Englifli  Coaft. 

This  Shell  is  very  thick  and  fliallow,  the  Edges  fmooth,  the  circular  Wrinkles  are  very 
numerous,  fmall,  and  not  very  rifing  it  is  ftaincd  with  a brown  hair  Colour,  and  in  forne 
Places  with  that  Colour  indented  or  waved.  The  Figure  of  the  Head  or  Point  is  very  odd 
and  flattilb.  It  is  a rare  Cockle  j I never  faw  but  two  Pair  of  them. 

This  Shell  was  taken  up  on  the  Coaft  of  Norway.  The  Lifts  are  fine  and  fmall  and  pretty 
regular,  but  ftiarp  and  rough,  it  is  moderately  ftrong  for  the  Bignefs  and  not  very  ftiallowV 
It  is  white  Infide,  Outfide.  The  lunar  Sinus  near  the  Nib  is  not  to  be  obferved  in  this 
Shell. 

Ab  India  Occidentali. 

This  Shell  is  thin  comparatively  to  thofe  like  it  in  this  and  the  other  Tribes  of  PeBunculL 
It  is  prettiiy  veined  with  a purplifli  Colour,  in  others  brown,  it  is  fafciated,  but  neither  re- 
gularly  nor  very  high  and  confpicuous ; the  Ridges  of  the  Shell  are  fmooth  and  not  indented, 
which  does  fufficiently  diftinguifh  it  from  the  other  in  this  Tribe.  Ind.  Occident. 

Ab  India  Occidentali. 

This  is  a very  thick  and  ftrong  Shell  and  ftiallow,  it  is  irregularly  fafciated,  there  are  of 
them  alfo  forne  lefs,  of  a different  Species,  that  are  in  forne  Parts  irregularly  ftriated  alfo  : 
It  is  marbled  with  a yellowiffi  brown  Colour,  in  forne  prettiiy  veined  a little  purplifb  j the 
Edges  on  their  Infide  are  quite  round  about  to  the  very  Hinges  finely  indented  or  rather 
hatched.

Concha  ftriata  longa  Rondeletii. 

The  fmall  ones  of  this  Kind  are  very  beautiful,  yellowiffi,  with  dark  brown  Spots  running 
in  an  undulated  Manner  from  Side  to  Side. 

There  are  Shells  alfo  of  this  Kind  very  much  bigger  than  that  which  is  reprefented.  Yet 
all  are  rare.

Clavicula  magna  cervici  adeft  elata,  atque  altera  exigua  admodum  circa  extremum 
Conchae,  parte  breviore,  canaliculis  illis  fubjacentibus,  quibus  alterius  Concha,  vel  Teftae 
pars  claviculje  refpondentes  conneduntur.  Contraria  vero  majoris  Claviculse  parte  feptem 
confpiciuntur  incifurre  Scalarum  ritu  decrefcentes,  qu«  pars  circa  cervicem  fe  dilatans  recli- 
nat; atque  auris  modo  qu$  pedini  eft,  non  exerta,  fed  infra  Conchs  craffitudinem  produ- 
citur. Linea  locus,  quem  Animal  occupat  Conchae  internus,  ac  magis  pallens  definiri  videtur  ; 
colore  deinceps  per  ambitum  circa  ora  candicante.  Marmoris  politi  modo,  fplendido.  Externa 
Conchae  parte  Striarum  additamentis  craffis  tota  exafpera  redditur,  quibus  tegularum  et  im- 
bricum modo,  alia  fuper  aliis  fuperaddita  videntur;  quapropter  imbricata  dici  merito  potefto 
Striges  vero  lineis  tantum  exafperantur  denfioribus,  finuofis,  oblique  decurrentibus  ab  altero 
ad  alterum  Conchs  extremum  ; magnitudine  et  finubus  imparibus  juxta  ftriarum  & ftrigium 
magnitudinem  atque  craffitiem;  at  circa  ora  quidem  finu  et  circulo  pollicari  amplitudine 
undofae  confpiciuntur,  circa  cervicem  vero  minimas  admodum.  Ab  ea  parte,  duas  uncias 
crafitie  fuperat  Concha,  circa  ora  in  tenuitatem  abit. 

The  Mufcle  in  the  firft  Place  is  large  for  the  Kind,  the  Strias  are  big,  rifing,  and  a little 
undulated,  and  towards  the  broad  End  of  the  Shell  are  double  or  branched.  This  ispurpliffi, 
at  leaft  in  Places  on  the  Outfide,  the  reft  white  and  mother  of  pearl  Colour. 

This  Mufcle  is  fmooth  and  forne  of  them  are  twice  as  big  as  it  is  figured  ; the  Colour  of  the 
Outfide  in  forne  is  reddifli,  and  white  within,  but  thefe  I judge  are  decayed,  and  thefe  are 
moftly  pretty  ftrong  and  thick  : but  thole  of  a Frelhnefs  are  on  the  Outfide  of  a brown  hair 
Colour,  and  of  a purplilh  red  within.  Thefe  come  from  Jamaica.

NOTES  AND  OBSERVATIO  N,S. 

There  is  another  elegant,  ftriate,  large  purplifli  Mufcle,  which  came  from  CaroUna  in  the 
weft  Indies.  This  is  not  near  fo  deep  and  concave  as  the  other,  but  the  Strias  in  this  are 
three  for  one  in  the  former,  thcfe  Strias  alfo  are  bifid  towards  the  broad  End  j the  infide 
Ihines  with  a mofi  beautiful  pearl  Colour. 

The  firft  in  the  Piate  is  a thin  tranfparent  Shell  of  the  Colour  of  Horn,  with  here  and 
there  fmall  Prickles  ; it  is  blunt  at  the  broad  End ; I take  it  to  be  a very  young  Filh. 

This  Shell  alfo  is  very  thin  and  tranfparent,  very  blunt  at  the  broad  End  ; yellowifh,  dif- 
tinguifhcd  crolTways  with  fine  Waves,  drawn  fmall  and  thick  ; The  Shell  is  Iharp  ridged  at 
the  fmaller  End,  and  very  ftrait,  with  littie  or  no  Sinus.  This  (371.  212.)  is  not  to  be 
diftinguifhed  from  the  former  but  that  it  wants  the  tranfverfe  Lines,  but  hath  eminently  the 
undulated  Waves  runninp;  lengthwavs, 

This  Shell  is  figured  as  big  as  the  Life  *,  the  only  one  of  the  Kind  that  I have  feen,  it  is 
of  a dark  liver  Colour : From  the  fmall  End  and  downwards  run  feven  or  eight  Rowes  of 
high,  thick,  and  hollow  Pipes  blunt  at  the  End  ; thefe  concave  Murices  are  twifted  into 
Pipes  ; where  they  are  not,  they  are  imbricate  ; the  Neck  of  this  Shell  is  a littie  more 
finuous  than  the  refl;  of  the  Tribe.  The  Shell  is  thin  to  it’s  Bulk,  and  the  Bafis  is  a littie 
produced  and  round  pointed.  The  middle  of  this  Shell  is  dark  liver  Colour,  fave  where  the 
Fifii  adhered  to  the  Neck,  it  is  a bright  mother  of  pearl  Colour. 

This  is  the  common  Pinna  of  the  mediterranean  Sea,  there  are  of  them  of  a vaft  Magni- 
tude.  The  fmall  End  is  high  ridged  from  whence  the  tranfverfe  Waves  begin,  and  are  as  ic 
were  imbricated,  lying  above  the  Shell  like  Scales,  in  a pretty  undulated  and  indented  Man- 
ner,  but  without  much  Order  and  Exadnefs ; it  is  of  a dark  hair  Colour,  the  broad  End  is 
about  the  middle  extended  a littie  to  a blunt  Point. 

This  large  Tellina  is  of  a Cornelian  Colour,  very  fmooth,  and  very  thick  and  ponderous 
in  thofe  of  this  Growth  and  Bignefs  ; but  the  lefiTer  are  thin  and  light  and  prettily  fafciated, 
at  leafl  forne  of  them. 

Tellinis  congener  Aldro"jandi. 

This  Shell  feems  to  be  Chamous,  or  naturally  open  at  both  Ends  ; it  hath  a Ridge  or  a 
depreffed  Sinus  at  the  End,  where  the  Hinge  is,  otherwife  it  is  equally  obtufe  and  broad  at 
both  Ends,  not  unlike  the  Solen  Kind,  amongfi;  which  it  might  be  placed  ; it  is  thin  and 
hollow  and  of  a brown  Colour.  I never  faw  but  this  one  Pair  of  them  in  Mr.  C.’s  Cabinet. 
From  the  mediterranean  Sea. 

I have  feen  of  thefe  from  Carolina  fix  Inches  long  and  two  Broad. 

This  is  a very  large  Stone,  and  feems  to  have  had  Ears  on  each  Side  : there  about  twenty 
Ridges  fmooth  and  round,  which  yet  are  very  fmall,  if  compared  to  the  Furrows,  which 
are  wide  and  deep.  One  Side  of  the  Stone  (for  it  was  an  entire  Bivalve)  feemed  to  be  fome- 
thing  flatter  than  the  other.  This  out  of  Mr.  C.’s  Colledtion. 

This  is  a moft  beautiful  Stone,  of  Mr.  C.’s  Colledlion.  The  Dilference  of  this  Stone  and 
the  Scallop  above  (Tab.  187.  25.)  is  manifold  as  will  appear  from  the  Defeription.  In  this 
Stone  (if  it  had  Ears  they  are  broke  ofF)  are  eighteen  Ridges  at  leall,  thefe  Ridges  confill 
of  five  fmall  Ridges,  that  in  the  Middle  is  very  much  raifed  above  the  reft  and  lliarper,  be- 
ing  fet  thick  with  Iharp  Points  •,  on  each  Side  of  it  are  Rows  of  fmall  Points  or  Prickles 
thick  fet : and  on  each  Side  are  two  Ridges  funk  lower  into  the  Furrows,  thick  fet  alfo  with 
fmall  Prickles,  fo  that  the  Furrow  betwixt  is  very  narrow,  whereas  in  the  Scallop  the  Fur- 
rows are  very  deep  and  broad. 

This  Stone  was  found  at  the  Chapel  at  St.  Croix  near  Poitier  in  France,  and  is  of  Mr.  C.’s 
Colledlion  ; it  is  very  thick  and  ponderous,  it  is  to  be  diftinguifhed  from  the  Oifter,  for 
that  it  is  of  an  oblong  Figure,  the  Elinge  is  very  broad,  and  as  it  were  treble  alfo,  the  Place 
of  the  Ligament  being  to  the  right  Hand  of  the  Infide  of  the  Shell,  it  is  therefore  the  un- 
der and  lefler  Shell  of  the  Bivalve,  and,  confequently,  if  it  was  our  Oifter  it  fiiould  have  a 
Row  of  Knots  on  each  Side  the  Hinge,  ali  which  it  wants,  and  therefore  is  a Stone  of  it’s 
own  Kind. 

Found  in  Lincolnlbire.  L.  P. 

This  Stone  is  a true  Flint ; it  is,  as  it  were,  the  half  of  a Cockle  : it  is  obliquely  fafci- 
ated, having  about  ten  of  them,  each  Lift  confifting  of  a great  many  other  fmaller  Lifts 
after  the  Manner  of  Hatching. 

This  is  a very  large  white  chalk  or  lime  Stone.  From  the  Hinge  to  the  Border  it  lies 
extended  much  more  lengthways  ; the  Streaks  of  the  Hinges  are  neatly  turned  in  again, 
running  along  the  Border  a pretty  Waving  for  about  fixteen  Courfes,  all  the  reft  of  the  ftonc 
is  fmooth.  I have  not  obferved  any  of  the  Shell  Kind  any  ways  like  it. 

This  Stone  is  of  a dark  brown  Colour;  it  is  an  intire  Bivalve,  the  Valves  are  awry,  as  it 
were,  rather  than  cruftied  ; the  Bafis  or  Border  running  into  an  Angle,  the  Streaks  are  fmall 
and  eminent ; the  Sinus’s  on  each  Side  the  Elinge  are  very  wide  and  large.

Tab.  N".  In  this  it  differs  from  the  Shell,  that  it  wants  the  Ridge,  which  that  hath,  moff  .confpi- 
cuoufly  leading  to  the  Angle  on  the  Border,  alfo  that  the  Streaks  there  are  much  finer  bulk 
for  bulk. 

497.  52.  Foffil : prope  Parifias,  in  Sabuleto  quodam  inventus. 

518.  73.  This  Stone  is  altogether  fmooth  and  is  found  in  the  Middle  of  a Stone  as  in  a Matrix^ 
hatched  after  the  Manner  of  the  Lapides  Judaici.
